One pound of white grapes, two eggs,

Stew and skin 
the'grapes, halve them and remove 
the seeds. Then set on Ice. Beat the 
eggs very light and add slowly thd 
wine.

Do not take those that are 
very ripe. 
Bananas make delicious ice cream. 


If used for cake filling, beaten with 
white of egg and sugar, the cake must 
be used speedily.

Such apple pulp without any 
banana, only the egg and sugar and a 
little vanilla, makes a nice cake filling.

Ominous Muttering Now Heard in India 


Calcutta, India.—It is 
serious 
ig- 


norance of the world's big news to bo 
unaware that there is at present in 
India a widespread sentiment of re- 
sentment, It not actual revolt, against 
Great Britain, which may at any timo 
find sporadic expression ia revolu- 
tion. Great Britain, with the self-con- 
fldonce of the strong, does not seem 
to bo paying much attention to the 
matter, although some 
persons, re- 


calling that this year marks the fiftieth 
anniversary of iho mutiny, are nerv- 
ously calling public attention to cer- 
tain disturbing signs. 


Anyono who gets as close to the na- 


tives as the missionary docs—which is 
far closer than any other white man— 
knows that the 
foromout 
subject ot j 


thought and agitation among them is 
what they consider their wrongs at 
tho hands of tho government. . They 
claim that they are being dealt witli 
In high-handed and oppressive fash- 
ion; that they aro denied anything ap- 
proaching a proper measure of self- 
Kovcrnmont; that the public offices 
are open to them in a decreasing de- 
gree, and that, in short, India is boing 
ruled for the welfare of Great Britain, 
and not of India. 


The "India for the Indians" Cry. 
Now a Cair-mlnded observer cannot 


by any means agree with all ot the 
positions of tho Indian agitators; nor 
can lio withhold a great deal of ad- 
miration for the fairness and disin- 
terestedness ot tho 
British 
officials. 


Nevertheless, ha Is bound to recognize 
tho seriousness, not to say omlnous- 
IIOHH, of this "Swadeshi" or "India 
fur tho Indians" agitation. 
Without 


putting much credence In thn talk of 
a national uprising against tho white 
man's rule, (as ono precaution, 
the 


native troops havo novcr been per- 
mitted to serve artillery 
since 
tho 


mutiny) it cannot bo denied that the 
deep-flowing, 
over-lncrenslnfc 
and 


widely-manifested ttelo of India's na- 
tional sentiment is worthy of most 
serious consideration. 


In every city 
of tlio 
empire the 


the sweepers. Having'nothing to loso 
by accepting Christianity, thousands 
of these have embraced the gospel; 
and they aro 
to-day entering 
the 


Christian church in large numbers. 
The motives .of many are doubtless

mother; please holp me," he does not 
lose heart. For he has ever before hid.

Christian religion.

spirit ot "karma-kismet" fate, which

tians can be employed by the: mission- 
aries in any capacity. 


Tho powerful social leverage which 


is exerted by female education in a 
lan'fl where women are -kept "behind 
the curtain," is 
almost 
incompre- 


hensible to one accustomed to ' the 
liberty of 'the west, and to the/equality 
of the sexes. The missionaries- have 
far-sightedly set to work to. malce the.

peel and core eight large apples of
